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Dodge City Community College was founded 
in the year of 1935. The school is a public com- 
munity college that is fully accredited by the North 
Central Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools.

The institution is fully approved by the vet- 
erans administration, . . and is the only Licensed 
Practical Nurse program in Western Kansas. 

The college started classes on its new 160 
acre campus in the Spring of 1970 with nine new 
buildings making up the complex.
